CaAruEsTON, W. VA, Dec. 20.—The
new Australian ballot system isin bad re-
pute in at least one county of this Btate
The citizens of Lincoln county are in o
habit of running things “as we please.”
On the 8:h of November the voting eom-
menced at Heart's Creek preecinet in due
form, according to the provisions of the
Australian ballot law enacted at the last
session of the Legislature.

The balloting bed continued ounly a short
time when the patives, wmot forgetting the
State's motto, “Montani Semper Liberi,”
came to the conelusion that the Avstralian
method was too slow and tedions. The clerks
and ballot eommissioners were givea per-
emptory orders by the voters to retire, and
they then proceeded to demolish the booths
They swore they woulda't have Any more
of the Australian nonsense, but would
vote according to the old method in vogue
before the war—viva voce. The eclerks
were ordered to record the vﬂn,h and the
operation of the American franchise pro-
eeeded “in deceney and order.’”, When the
polls closed in the evening the votes were
counted, the tally sheets made up and for-
warded to the County Clerk in due form of
law, and the fact that the citivens of Heart's
Creek bad repudiated the Australian ballot
law would probably never have been known
to the outside world, bad it not been for s
contest on the vote for Sherift. The election

Way Back In 1867 It Ealned for Ten Sac-
cessive Days and Nights,
The Californian.]

Snowstorm follows snowstorm. Winter
has spread his iey mantle over the Yosemite,
The mighty clifls and domes look down upon
the valiey as in the summer months, but it
is with forbiddiug stateliness and with
threstening aspect.

How changed the seene und different the
attractions! The smiling vale is no longer
